the German reports that Russia has 
withdrawn from the war is contained 
in an official Russian statement 
re- 


ceived here today. 


The statement says Russia declared 


the war with Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Turkey and 
Bulgaria to have 


ended. Russian troops receiving an or- 
der for complete demobilization on 
all fronts. 
For the defense of the 


frontier some detachments of younger 
soldiers will be left. 


The negotiation of peace with 
the 


Central powers have been ended, the 
statement says. The Russian delega- 
tion refused to sign a treaty providing 
for annexation by Germany. 
Never- 
theless Russia "will not continue the 
war with the 
Germans, 
Austrlana, 
workmen and peasants like ourselves." 


Althoug'h this 
announcement 
was 
made yesterday in several dispatches 
from German sources, this is the first 
word from Russia regarding her with 
clrawal from the war.

Madison, Wis., Feb. 12.—Tho best 
evidence that statements made in a 
recent article by the. writer concern-

denied them. Personal attacks upon 
a newspaper writer, however, 
are 


poor arguments. 
Since that article appeared 
tho 
democratic organization has actually 
opened political headquarters in Mil- 
waukee, with the state chairman in 
charge, and 
the 
announcement is 
made that a 
partisan 
democratic 


to vote the democratic ticket, will be 
welcomed. 
In other words, for republicans it 
is to be no politics during the war. 
For democrats, no politics unless it 
be democratic politics. 
Tho writer has gathered together 
during the last week several interest- 
ing souvenirs of this democratic no 
politics campaign. 
For instance, there has been sent 
into the state by E. S. Luckow, for- 
merly a democratic editor of Wiscon- 
sin, 
now an auditor In the paymas- 
ter's department In Washington, a let- 
ter urging all loyal citizens to support 
Joseph E. Davies for United States 
Senator. The letter explains that an 
organization 
has 
been 
formed 
in 
Washington to conduct his campaign 
from that end. It does not say so in 
so many words, but that is what it 
means. 
Another piece of evidence of the 
early democratic campaign is an edi- 
torial credited to a Boston paper, and 
sent to Wisconsin newspapers, prais- 
ing Mr. Davies. 
Among other thing's 


it says: 
"Mr. Davies is one of the ablest 
men who has come Into public life 
and prominence since the 
present 


century opened." 
Which, it must be admitted, is tak- 


ing In considerable territory. 
In another paragraph the editor- 


ial says: 
"Mr. Davies, a lawyer by profes- 


sion, who made his mark in Wiscon- 
sin as an 'attorney for the people.' " 
Which proves, once more, that we 


sometimes must go away from home 
to get the news. 
Mr. Davies is a pleasing gentleman, 
and he may or may not be "one of 
the ablest men of the present cen- 
tury," but the fact remains that his 
party has opened his campaign for 
the United States senate during the 
period when the leaders were advis- 
ing us that 'we should forget politics. 
Getting back to a previous state- 
ment, that an organization was made 
in Washington to capture Wisconsin, 
let me quote 
from 
a 
democratic 
paper. 
It describes part of the plan: 
"Unquestionably now the plan is 
to utilise the Democratic party for 
toe-fusion party, but even this plan 
will necessitate the use of the party 
machinery, and recognizing this fact, 
the Democratic 
leaders. 
Chairman 


O. A. La Budde and Secretary J. S. 
Giudice, are already making plans for 
party organization work. 
"They hope as the result of the 


fusion talk that the Democratic party 
will receive the support of all voters 
who are in sympathy with the war 
aims of tho government, and as a 
result they feel that the Democratic 
party will have a very strong support 
in Wisconsin in the next campaign 
and will jump at once from a minor- 
ity to a majority party in this state. 
They, however, feel that the flght 
must be carried out on party lines, 
and as a result they will immediately 
Invite all persons who are in sym- 
pathy with them 
for a 
practical 


fusion to at once unite with them in 
organization work. 
"Messrs. 
LaBudde 
and 
Giudice, 
however, will not wait to start their 
democratic organization work until 
after the loyalty legion mass meeting-, 
but under the direction of Chairman 
LaBudde, who is now spending a por- 
tion of each week at the headquar- 
ters of the Democratic state central 
committee in this city, letters will be 
sent out to all the Democratic clubs 
In the state asking them to hold meet- 
ings and to prepare for their organ- 
ization work for the campaign. 
In 
other words. It is the plan of Mr. La 
Budde that 
the Democratic 
party 
shall be ready to accept the fusion 
aid when it comes, and be prepared 
to work as a party for the fusion 
candidates who shall finally be nomi- 
nated." 
This ought to be plain enough for 
the republicans of the state. 
It is to be devoutly hoped that the 
loyalty legion will not be drawn Into 
any such political trap when it meets 
in Milwaukee.

Abraham Lincoln

Abraham Lincoln was born in a log 
cabin in Hardin county, Ky., Feb. 12, 
1809. 
He died in Washington, D. C., 


on April 15, 1863. 
Lincoln obtained the greater part 
of his education from books. 
He- was 


twenty-four years old when he began 
to study law. 
His first show of interest in politics 


developed just after he took charge 
of a small trading 
store 
in 
New 
Salem, 
111. 
He was elected to the 


Illinois legislature in 1834, but 
his 


political life attracted no unusual at- 
tention until a few years later when 
he made a speaking tour of the At- 
lantic states.

The Wisuonain railroad commission 
is working night and day attempting 
to do all possible to rel eve condi- 
tions.

blThe Green *Bay & Western wants

tory before spring sets in. The JNorth- 
ern Potato Traffic 
association 
of 
Minneapolis today flfiled with 
tne 
commiBslonan application lor equip- 
ment to mo"e about 500 carloads of 
potatoes on the,800-and Green Bay 
& Western lines. 
Tho Soo has ap- 
plications ponding- for 074 cars and 
arc able to furnish only about 20 per 
cent of the equipment called for. 
Tho Soo was promised 280 refrig- 
erator cars from the national car as- 
sociation early in January .to take 
care of its business, but up to date 
only 77 cars have been received. 
The last report shows that 1,400 
oars loaded with merchandise are on 
3ldinss between Elroy and St. Paul. 
The Wisconsin railroad commission 
haa appealed to Washington for aid 
in moving: the potatoes south where 
they are needed by planters In Texas 
and Louisiana for seed. 
The Northern Hemlock and Hard- 
ware Manufacturers' association have 
sent a letter to the commission detail- 
ing their troubles. 
They are direct- 
ing the traffic for about 85 saw mills 
in northern Wisconsin and the penin- 
sula" of Michigan. 
During the three 
weeks period passed, at 43 o£ the 
mills they received only 16 per cent 
lumber and saw mill products and 
only 12 per cent of the equipment to 
move bark, pulp and fuel wood. The 
tanneries and box factories of 
the 
state are complaining because they 
cannot get wood supplies. 
On Jan. 26 at these 43 saw mills 
the shortage of cars was 11,376. 
Tho railroad commission is giving 
every attention to shipments, but is 
experiencing the greatest difficulty.

FRANCE VERY SOON

Paris, Feb. 12.—The cause of wom- 
en's suffrage has. scored a decided 
victory In France.

At a recent meeting of the women a 
Union for Uuniversal Suffrage, pre- 
sided over 
by* Madame de Witt- 
Scblumberger, who is the Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt of France, Deputy 
Flandln of 1'Yonne. the intermediary 
appointed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Deputies to discuss the mat- 
ter with the suffragettes, told them 
that parliament was inclined to grant 
them the privilege of the vote. 
The suffrage will not yet take the 
form of complete equal rights, how- 
ever, in the eyes of the deputies, it 
being better to advance the woman s 
cause by steps in order to avoid any 
social conflict between their league 
and organized laihor. 
Because of the fact that the women 
will be in the majority after the war, 
the chamb'er fears any radical 
re- 
forms might 
provoke 
disturbances 
that could not but be distressing. 
The first recognition of the other 
sex will close by extending the right 
to vote in municipal affairs to all yho 
have passed their thirty-first birthday. 
Then the eligibility 
of the 
suffra- 
gettes to hold municipal office will be 
Siscussed. 
Deputy Flandin is confi- 
dent that their rights on this point 
will be recognized. Thus, by degrees, 
th'e country will be led up to the ques- 
tion of full and equal suffrage. 
In the opinion of Prof. Berthelemy, 
head of the Faculty for Equal Rights 
of Paris, complete suffrage will go a 
long way toward ibanlshlng alcoholism

open as usual beginning Friday. It has 
been decided not to reopen the pub- 
lic schools until the following Monday 
in view of the fact that It would not 
be economical to heat the 
buildings 
only to be used .one day this week, 
Friday. 
The order signed by Mr. Earle, fol- 
lows: 


. "The coal situation is 
sufficiently 
improved to warrant the lifting of the 
closing order in Janesvllle soon, and 
will be cancelled Thursday 
night at 
midnight. 
Shorten Business Hours. 
"With the advent of warmer weath- 


. er and a freer movement-of coal, H is 
i hoped that no more closing will 
be 
necessary; however if it 
should 
be 
ne'cessary stores and business houses 
will be asked'to voluntarily shorten 
their hours each day. This will not 
materially decrease the 
volume of 
business and would be a more 
fail- 
distribution of the burdens of neces- 
sary coal saving. • 
Continue to Conserve.

York, a friend of Georg-e S. Parker, 
spoke to about forty 
men Monday 
noon at the Grand Hotel on the war 
from his experiences as purchasing 
agent for the French hospitals, begin- 
ning shortly _ after the .outbreak in 
1914. 
Col. Preston was an importer 
and exporter, making 
London forNsome time 


his home 
in 


war, and his son was studying1 in the 
University of Heidelberg-, 
Germany, 
when in June. 1914, Preston himself 
visited Heidelberg and found 4,000 
German women and doctors picked 
from, the country's best, studying; hos- 
pital work. On his return to London 
in July he found the English fleet 
alive and making preparations and 
received word on July 28th it would 
be best to have his son return to Ene- 
land immediately. 
He notified the 
young man by cypher dispatch and 
he started Immediately for home, re- 
lating afterward that he was held for 
five and one-half hours at a station 
in Germany while troops trains pass- 
ed through headed for 
Luxenburg. 


•According' to Col. Preston's idea the 
Germans were much in the position 
of the man who had been training a 
fast horse for a length of time and 
needed to have it tried out. The Ger- 
mean army had been preparing since 
1870 
and In the words of the crown 
prince if something was not started 
before his father passed out of au- 
thority he should 
immediately be- 
come actively in order to 'see what the 
army could do. In Col. Preston's opin- 
ion war was declared 
without con- 
sultation with the Reichstag or the 
big- 
business interests 
of Germany. 
During the period that he was con- 
nected with the French hospital serv- 
ice he saw much of the horrors and 
atrocities of the war. To show the un- 
preparedness of the French in Sep- 
tember, 1914. at IMepe, 
a 
French 
town, he found 420 mortally wounded 


his person in case of severe accident.l

spoke of Admiral Dewey's 
story of 
the fight, at Manilla and of what Dew- 
ey told him 
personally which 
has 
since come out in Dewey's biography 
relatiye to German- intentions toward 
America. 


He spoke of the flight of explosive 
shells through the air as he had ex- 
perienced it, and the high note which 
they made, indicating tho speed and 
pYobable distance before alighting up- 
on the ground. In his own case one 
of these big shells exploded nearby, 
killing four soldiers who were accom- 
panying his detachment, two officers 
who were directly back of him. and 
the man standing aside of him had his 
leg blown off. Col. Preston was blown 
several feet and lost his sight for some 
weeks, his hair turning almost white 
during that experience. 


He spoke of the effect of tho Zep- 
pelins on the people of London, stat- 
ing that the women especially did not 
pay much attention to the raids. He 
described the movement of the poor- 
er class to the 
tunnels or 
under- 
ground railroads - during an 
attack 
from the outside. He spoke of a bomb 
striking a bus 
containing nineteen 
people and the only 
particle of the 
entire eauippage and Its load round 
was a piece of hard rubber tire on 
top of a building. He referred to the 
great numB«r of accidents occurring 
in London from 
the 
dropping 
of , 
shrapnel pieces from the anti-aircraft 
guns to theg round. He, with his son, 
now in the aviation corps, were on a 
boat in the English Channel which 
was torpedoed; they were picked up 
after being in tho water twenty-five 
minutes. 
Col. Preston made a very 
striking point 
of the 
lessons which 
were paramount in this war, princi- 
pally the protection of our women. . 


He said he had seen terrible thing's 


in France: Children who had been 
innoculated with tubeiculoais: 
ho-.s 
whose manhood had been despoiled. 
and girls who had been outraged, and 
stated that there could be no peace 
in tho minds of those who had before 
them their crucified companions. Ho 
referred to the fact that the bone of 
German .must be scraped anJ that no 
peace could be possible until a treaty 
sure of holding could be drawn. He 
referred to the wheatles*. and heat- 
less days of France as being 
con- 
tinuous and that we In this country 
know nothing of tlife privations with 
which France Is confronted—twenty 
pounds of coal per day for a furmly: 
no sweets of :my kincl and but little 
in England; that this country can 
well afford to put up with, more 
the way of inconvenience than It has 
up to this time. 
He felt that every 
\rnerican citizen should support the 
'Government^ every way possible in 
place of attempting to secure profit 
In business with the government we 
should give all that the Government 
demands. He referred to a forty-five 
minute'interview with the secretary 
of one of the most important depart- 
ments of the government at Wash- 
ington last week. Thl* man was pale 
and tired looking and said he was 
working twenty-four hours 
a. 
day, 


seven days a week. 
Lord Kitchener said to Col. Preston 
in the early part of the war that he 
believed the last million men would 
win this war and that the events.of 
the last few weeks 
indicated that 


such might be the case: he wondered 
also If the -women .might not also 
iiave been in Kitchener's mind.
